SUPPORT WOMEN’S FREEDOM 
AND DEMOCRACY IN IRAN 

On Sept. 16, Mahsa Amini, a young 
Kurdish-Iranian woman who was visit- 
ing relatives in Tehran, was arrested. 
Her crime? A few strands of her hair 
were showing from under her scarf. 
She was subsequently taken into cus- 
tody, where she was repeatedly beaten, 
her head was struck to the wall several 
times. She ended up in coma and died a 
few days later. 

Her death prompted widespread 
demonstrations all over Iran. People 
came out chanting “Woman, life, free- 
dom,” and demanding regime change, 
the establishment of democracy and a 
secular government. The Islamic Re- 
public has responded brutally to the 
protests that are continuing. 

More than 20,000 people have been 
jailed, tortured and starved since then. 
Seven hundred people have been shot 
dead, including more than 70 children. 
Several people have been publicly ex- 
ecuted since September. 

People of Iran are showing unprece- 
dented courage in the face of repression 
and brutality, and as Americans we have 
amoral duty to help them. 

A bipartisan bill called the Mahsa Act 
(HR 589) has been re-introduced in the 
USS. House. The Iranian-American com- 
munity is asking fellow Americans to call 
their representatives and demand sup- 
port for the Mahsa Act, which will put 
sanctions on the leaders of the Islamic 
Republic who are committing gross hu- 
man rights violations in Iran.

Eugene's Anti-Asian Problem 


STRUCTURAL RACISM AND REPRESENTATION IN THIS CITY 


his city touts itself as a progressive- 
minded, inclusive community, but if 
you pay attention, this can show up as 
white, elitist, NIMBY liberalism. Eugene 
is overwhelmingly white, making up 81.1 
percent of the population, according 
to recent census data; so how can we 
pretend to call ourselves diverse or inclusive? 

Sure, visitors in town will notice Pride flags and Black 
Lives Matter signs in the windows of local businesses, 
but after staying awhile they’d notice how attitudes 
toward marginalized communities are, at best, blissfully 
ignorant, and at worst, disdainful; the city’s treatment of 
the unhoused community is a perfect example. 

Remember the World Athletics Championships debacle 
last summer? The city did its best to ensure there was little 
evidence of our growing unhoused population, yet failed 
to attract the thousands of visitors to any local businesses 
outside of the University of Oregon area. Huge fumble. 

White liberalism shows up in Eugene in several ways, 
but one that isn’t discussed enough is the alarming 
number of anti-Asian incidents my loved ones have 
experienced here. As a mixed-race but white-passing, 
middle class, educated woman, I recognize the privilege 
that allows me to thrive here, but my Taiwanese mother 
experiences discrimination in this town ona regular basis 
— exacerbated by the increased xenophobia towards 
Asians emerging from the pandemic. 

Some of my mom’s experiences: When out with friends, 
being told to “speak English” and receiving sub-par 
service compared to other patrons, specifically at a few 
notable 5th Street Public Market businesses; moving 
from her condo after experiencing discrimination from 
her neighbors, including one woman yelling, “Go back to 
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China” from her window; people scowling and covering 
their faces during the peak of COVID-19 upon seeing 
my mom’s Asian features, despite being outside and 
dozens of yards away (and not doing the same with me); 
agrocery store employee refusing to let her use coupons 
because he “couldn’t understand what she was saying.” 
The list goes on. 

Milder examples include the classic microaggressions 
of people speaking loudly and slowly to her, and the 
need for me to accompany her during large purchases 
to ensure she isn’t being taken advantage of (in which 
case the salesperson pointedly talks to me instead of 
her, despite it being her dollars to spend). 

A more serious example includes local Asian 
organizations canceling gatherings due to fear of violence, 
including my mom canceling Lunar New Year plans with 
her local Taiwanese group after the recent shootings in 
L.A. If your first thought after reading that sentence was, 
“Wasn’t the shooter also Asian?” you might be in the 
“blissful ignorance” group I mentioned earlier. 

Regardless of the color of the person’s skin, hate crimes 
like this are fueled by structural racism and indicate a 
systemic issue in the way people of color are treated in 
this country. Stop AAPI Hate, a coalition that tracks and 
responds to incidents of hate toward Asian Americans 
and Pacific Islanders (AAPI) in the United States, reported 
11,467 hate incidents between March 19, 2020, and March 
31, 2022, and found that “one in five Asian Americans and 
one in five Pacific Islanders experienced a hate incident 
in 2020 or 2021.” If your reaction to that was, “What a 
shame,” I urge you to consider what it would be like to 
live in fear because you or someone you love happens 
to look Asian. This is not just shameful. It’s terrifying. 

If youasked someone in town how Asian culture shows 


up in Eugene, they would probably comment on the food 
options we have, of which there are many, though some 
have been vandalized repeatedly. Perhaps they would 
mention the annual Asian Celebration. Maybe their kid 
learned about Lunar New Year in school. What else? We 
are more than our food and yearly celebrations. Where 
is the (non-tokenized) representation in our city? Our 
government? Our school boards? Whowill speak up about 
the anti-Asian hate happening not only on a national 
level, but in our own community? It can’t be the sole 
responsibility of the local AAPI community, so I’m asking 
you to take action, as well. Anti-racism begins with self- 
awareness, so consider these self-reflection questions: 

Is your knowledge of AAPI culture limited to food and 
Lunar New Year? 

Do you have AAPI representation in your social circles? 

Do you follow AAPI creatives? When was the last time 
you read a book, watched a film or listened to music from 
the AAPI community? 

When you were in school, did you have AAPI teachers? 
Do your children have AAPI teachers? 

If you use social media, do you follow AAPI content 
creators? 

Whatis your first thought when you encounter someone 
of AAPI descent? 

What do you believe the AAPI population contributes 
to our local community? 

My mom has lived in this country for over 40 years 
and worked hard to earn her citizenship. How much 
longer must she wait to be fully embraced by her local 
community? @

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SEQUENTIAL BIOFUELS SELLS COOKING OIL COLLECTION BUSINESS 
TO FINNISH COMPANY AND TRANSITIONS TO RENEWABLE DIESEL

ince 2006, SeQuential Biofuels has been 
collecting used cooking oil from restaurants 
and community members and refining it into 
biodiesel in its plant in Salem. Diesel vehicle 
drivers in Eugene have been able to run that 
biofuel in their cars and trucks, thanks to the 
SeQuential station in town. That process is 
about to change. 

On Jan. 13, Neste, a Finnish company that is the world’s 
largest producer of renewable diesel, acquired the used 
cooking oil collection business that’s a part of Crimson 
Renewable Energy Holdings, which includes SeQuential 
Environmental Services. 

SeQuential co-owner Ian Hill says that the Eugene 
SeQuential retail station off McVay Highway will stay under 
his and his business partner Tyson Keever’s ownership 
and is not expected to make any big changes except for 


transitioning from biodiesel to renewable diesel some- 
time this spring. 

Neste will no longer use the Salem plant to produce 
biodiesel and instead will ship the collected used cooking 
oil toarecently acquired plant in the Bay Area. Also, Neste 
says in a press release that it won’t be making biodiesel 
from used cooking oil, but producing renewable diesel 
instead. Neste plans to use the Salem plant as a cooking 
oil refinery. 

Biodiesel (fatty acid methyl ester) and renewable 
(hydrotreated vegetable oil) diesel both can be made from 
cooking oil, but differ mainly in their refinery process. Hill 
says renewable diesel is interchangeable with petroleum 
diesel, making it more widely available for use in diesel 
engines since manufacturers will endorse it. In addition, 
its chemical properties make it more equipped to func- 
tion in colder weather. 


“The way I look at it is, we were going to anext-genera- 
tion technology at a scale that allows us to make a lot more 
impact and havea lot more carbon reduction,” Keever says. 

Keever says vehicles can use higher blends of renew- 
able diesel year-round, meaning that per fill up there’s 
less petroleum diesel being used, which hopefully will 
translate to more renewable fuels being used overall. The 
Oregon Department of Environmental Quality says that 
“using renewable diesel can cut lifecycle greenhouse gas 
emissions up to 85 percent.” 

However, the sale means that Oregon is losing one ofits 
biggest biodiesel production plants, and Neste will be ship- 
ping used COOKINg Ol GOWN LO Vallornia to retine ana tnen 
shipping it back up to Oregon for consumers to use here. 

Keever points out that before this sale, SeQuential was 
collecting used cooking oil from Washington, Oregon and 
California, and shipping it to Salem. “It's better for the 
environment in the long haul because it's a much larger 
scale,” Keever says. “Neste has huge growth ambitions to 
work on waste residue recycling.” 

According to Neste, the refinery plant in Martinez, Cali- 
fornia, is expected to be able to make 730 million gallons of 
renewable fuel per year. Neste states in the press release 
that it currently produces 845 million gallons of renew- 
able diesel and hopes to reach 1.8 billion gallons in 2023. 

Keever confirmed that those biodiesel drivers who 
enjoyed the french fry smell of their fuel will still waft fried 
food fumes from the renewable diesel. = 
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«ln November 2022, we ran a viewpoint by Univer- 
sity of Oregon journalism professor Peter Laufer 
on his idea that Gannett should give The Register- 
Guard to the J-school in a sort of “teaching hospi- 
tal” model.

THE CITY OF EUGENE SAYS IT PLANS TO REDESIGN FRANKLIN BOULEVARD 
TO MAKE IT SAFER AND MORE ACCESSIBLE 


ranklin Boulevard is getting arevamp. The 
city of Eugene says it plans to convert the 
busy, multi lane road into a more inclu- 
sive and accessible street for pedestrians, 
cyclists and vehicles. 
In November 2021, the cities of Eugene 
and Springfield with support from the Lane 
Transit District received a federal grant for $19 million. The 
RAISE (Rebuilding American Infrastructure with Sustain- 
ability and Equity) grant money will be used in Eugene to 
add roundabout intersections, an additional EmX bus lane 
and more spaces for pedestrians and cyclists to safely use 
the street from Alder Street to Interstate 5. 

“As the University of Oregon has grown, andas students 
have moved to be closer to campus and live on both sides 
of Franklin Boulevard, it no longer works for the commu- 
nity,” says Rob Zako, executive director of Better Eugene- 
Springfield Transportation (BEST). “People walk, they bike, 
they take the bus, and people have literally died because 
Franklin Boulevard is not well designed for anyone.” 

The Federal Highway Administration and Insurance 
Institute for Highway Safety say that roundabout inter- 
sections reduce fatal collisions by 90 percent, and reduce 


collisions overall by 37 percent. Vehicles are forced to drive 
slower, and one-way traffic makes it easier and safer for 
pedestrians and cyclists to cross. The project will also add 
continuous sidewalks, bike lanes and more crosswalks to 
promote pedestrian and cyclist safety hopefully. 

The new design also adds a new EmxX bus lane. 

“One of the goals of this project is to build another EmX 
lane so that the buses can get through more efficiently,” 
says Rob Inerfeld, transportation planning manager for 
the city of Eugene. “That would enable, over time, Lane 
Transit District to run the buses at a higher degree of 
frequency.” 

Inerfeld says the project is currently being engineered, 
with hopes of starting construction in 2026 and complet- 
ing it by 2028. The project still needs more funding for 
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completion, but will begin with building roundabouts 
at some intersections. Inerfeld says the city will work to 
minimize impacts on passage through the corridor and 
having access to businesses. 

A plan to improve the safety of Springfield’s Main 
Street was scrapped in June 2022 after public feedback. 
That plan would have added roundabouts and safer 
pedestrian crossings, too, but also would have added a 
raised median. Inerfeld points out Franklin already hasa 
median. However, the first phase of Franklin Boulevard’s 
improvements in Glenwood, including roundabouts, were 
completed successfully in 2018. 
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“We see Franklin as an area where we can really createa 
vibrant mixed-use neighborhood in the city,” Inerfeld says. 

The design will remove a left turn lane at Orchard Street, 
meaning that people coming from the east trying to go 
to Market of Choice or Hirons will have to go around the 
block at Walnut Street to enter the parking lot. However, 
the project will also change the intersection at Villard, 
which “is very awkward right now, and we will redesign 
that to make it safer,” Inerfeld says. 

John Hirons, owner of Hirons Pharmacy, says he is 
concerned that the proposed design will put the Market 
of Choice on Franklin out of business, and that the lot that 
Market of Choice and Hirons inhabits will be bought out 
and replaced by student housing. “How are people going 
to be affected by a food desert? A pharmacy desert?” he 
says. People in the neighborhood “want easy, safe access, 
and the city is taking that away.” 

However, Ron Rodrigues, executive vice president of 
operations at Market of Choice, says, “Based on the infor- 
mation we’ve received and the meetings we’ve attended, 
we don’t see any reason why the Franklin Boulevard 
project would impact our ability to operate or serve our 
community.” 

Despite his worries about the project’s effect on busi- 
ness, Hirons is in favor of the new additional crosswalk 
that is proposed on the Villard intersection and making 
sure pedestrians and cyclists are safe. 

Increasing safety and accessibility is one of the main 
priorities for the project and is one of the reasons that 
organizations like BEST are in favor of the changes. 

“We support the intent of the project and its purpose,” 
Zako says. “We are hoping to see a sign that’s going to 
make the street better for everyone, no matter how they 
drive or how they get around.” =

OF LOVE? 


LOCAL TEACHER WRITES HARLEQUIN ROMANCES, 


DISCUSSES HOW THE NOVELS HAVE CHANGED

lasses at South Eugene High School start 
at 8:30 am, but history teacher Anna Grace 
wakes up four and a half hours before the 
bell rings. In the dark, in alittle nook in her 
house, she begins her day writing — and 
she’s writing about love. 
When not teaching at SEHS, Grace is 
a Harlequin romance novelist. She’s been a writer her 
whole life and tells Eugene Weekly that she wrote her 
first romance novel when she was 1] at a Girl Scout camp. 
She wrote throughout her childhood, constructing short 
stories where her friends would fall in love with famous 
band members. 

When she got to her 20s, she originally told herself 
she needed to become a serious writer, writing about 
serious things. 

“T would start to write things and they would just come 
out as romances. This is just what I write. It’s very much 
the story that I need to tell,” she says. 

She got her first novel published in 2018 by a small 
press that has since gone out of business, and in 2021 
she got her first contract with Harlequin. So far she has 
published two books, Send Me and A Rancher Worth 
Remembering. A two-book contract turned into a five- 
book contract, and Grace’s lifelong passion for romantic 
storytelling is now a legitimate, award-winning career. 
Her novella Send Me won Top Pick at the Book Buyers 
Awards, meaning it was not only the best in its category 
but best book overall in the competition. 

Before getting her first book published, Grace had 
already written seven novels but had been hesitant 
to share her writing with others. Despite being the 
highest-grossing literary genre, with a Book Ad Report 
estimating 2021 sales at $1.44 billion, romance novels 
get alot of judgment. 

In Grace’s opinion, a lot of the judgment is based on 
sexist stereotypes and outdated societal views. “We are 
no longer into books where there's no consenting sex,” 


Grace says. “That's not something that we as a society 
will stand for anymore in our novels or in our real lives.” 
And of course, there are books of all types that still 
contain story arcs and characters that might not be 
viewed as modern, but overall Grace argues that romance 
has adapted and kept up with progressing standards. 

“If was writing mysteries people wouldn't stop to say, 
‘Well, are you perpetuating stereotypes?” Grace says. 

For Grace, romance is the genre of hope. It’s the genre 
where people can find inspiration to overcome insecurities 
and faults to forge real connections. And while it’s easy 
to dismiss novels as just fiction and fantasy, Grace tells 
EW that she believes the same for real life. 

“When you see two people who are in love with a great 
relationship, it makes them stronger,” she says. “They're 
able to do more in the world and be better parents and 
community members.” 

Grace’s husband, Jeff Hess, is one of her biggest 
supporters. She says that it’s no coincidence that the 
years after falling in love with Hess is when she started 
finally sharing her writing with him and the world, and 
it allowed her career to come together in a way she had 
always imagined it. 

While it was her romantic partner who gave her the 
courage to take the next step in her work, Grace makes it 
clear that romance and love don’tjust have to come froma 
traditional partner or in a traditional Hallmark Valentine’s 
Day type of way. Grace says she is also immensely thankful 
for her editing partners, Katie Frey and Kristine Lynn. 
The three women began peer-editing for each other a 
few years back, and within a year of working together, 
all three got contracts at Harlequin. 

“Love happens in a great friendship. Love happens 
with people that you're tight with at work. It comes in so 
many forms,” she says. “Love is powerful throughout the 
year and throughout our lives.” ¥

FIRSTHAND ACCOUNTS INSPIRE A NEW EXHIBIT ABOUT EUGENE’S LESBIAN 
COMMUNITY FROM A GENERATION AGO

ull Moon Rising was an all-lesbian crew of the Hoedads, a Eugene-based 
tree planting cooperative that began in the 1970s. Hoedads had differ- 
ent crews, and each one had its own theme. 

Full Moon Rising’s theme was empowerment for women. It contracted 
with the Bureau of Land Management and other agencies to replant trees 
in clearcut harvested areas, and everyone got paid the same — no matter 
how many trees they planted. 

Planting was done in winter, but strenuous labor would cause the crew to become 
overheated, in which case many of the women did what men sometimes do — they took 
off their shirts while working. This during a time when just sporting a crew cut was seen 
as unacceptable behavior for women in mainstream culture. 

This is one of many tales told in anew exhibit at the University of Oregon’s Museum 
of Natural and Cultural History documenting the beginnings of Eugene as a commu- 
nity friendly to lesbians. 

Judith Raiskin wasn’t in Eugene in the 1970s. She came in the mid-’90s to work at the 
University of Oregon, where she is professor of Women’s, Gender and Sexuality Stud- 
ies. Linda Long came to Eugene in the mid-’90s for work, too, and is the UO Libraries 
curator of manuscripts. They were housemates 
once, in Berkeley when Raiskin was a graduate 
student and Long was a librarian at the univer- 
sity, but they moved to Eugene independently 
of each other. In Eugene they had long spoken to 
each other about collecting the stories of women 
who helped create the town’s lesbian community. 

It wasn’t until they began to attend funerals 
of women who'd been part of that group that they realized the time to start record- 
ing had come. The oral histories they co-created, along with associated materials, are 
the inspiration for the exhibit Outliers and Outlaws: Stories from the Eugene Lesbian 
History Project, which runs through the end of the year at the museum. 

Working with an aging population, they began interviewing women in 2018, often 
two in one day. The Eugene Lesbian Oral History Project is housed in Special Collec- 
tions at University Libraries, and can be accessed online through OregonDigital.org. 

When Raiskin and Long initially put the call out for the oral history project, 40 years 
after the time period in which hundreds of women moved to Eugene, they heard from 
almost 200 people who were still living in town. They’ve interviewed 83 women so far, 
all ofwhom moved to Eugene around the years 1968 to 1992. They haven’t tried reach- 
ing out to those who left town yet, Raiskin says. 

Meeting with her and Long, I ask if they interviewed each other. No, Raiskin smiles, 
because their arrival in Eugene was just after the cut-off date. 

Long says the lesbian migration to town in the 1960s through the ’80s was part 
of a larger counterculture movement that came here, the same one that produced 
current institutions like Eugene Saturday Market or the Oregon Country Fair. Ideal- 
istic young people championing a “back to the land” ideology were attracted to the 
natural surroundings around town. Real estate was relatively inexpensive then, too.

And, Long says, the county building codes were permissive. 

Mother Kali’s Bookstore was the hub of the lesbian community in Eugene. A feminist 
bookstore with two meeting rooms, it was a place to hear a reading, check the bulletin 
board for news, meet friends after a hard day at work or to discuss trying to live freely 
in an overall society that didn’t yet accept who you were. A social hangout as much as 
a business, Mother Kali’s was in operation for more than 80 years, in three locations, 
and it’s partially recreated for the museum exhibit. 

“Every book tells you how to think,” Raiskin says. 

Raiskin teaches an honors course on using primary sources; she tells her students 
that first-hand narratives haven’t yet been framed by anyone else’s thoughts. She 
and Long were highly motivated to collect these oral histories as well as to make them 
accessible because they believe, as primary materials, they can be valuable for students 
and future scholars. 

Sally Sheklow (1950-2022), one of the narrators in the oral history project, found 
different avenues throughout the years — both creative and through social services — 
to be an advocate for equal rights. She was a member of WYMPROV!, an improv group 
that was formed to confront anti-gay politics, and she worked with the Willamette 
AIDS Council and the Feminist Women’s Health 
Center. She also wrote a column called “Living 
Out” for Eugene Weekly (1999-2017), in which she 
often humorously discussed her life as an aging, 
Jewish, activist lesbian. 

Originally from Southern California, Sheklow 
was a UO graduate who worked with Starflower 
Natural Foods and Botanicals after graduation. 
Starflower was a distribution collective, at the forefront of the natural foods trend, that 
employed mostly lesbian labor, including truckers and warehouse staff. 

Collectives and cooperative businesses were part of the counterculture movement. 
They enabled those with dreams of an egalitarian existence to put their philosophies 
into action. And lesbian-owned cooperatives were often not typically associated with 
women’s work then — or even now. 

“People were just inventing themselves,” Linda McIntosh says. “It was like you can be 
whatever you want. And soit wasjust this incredibly vibrant, empowering time in this town.” 

McIntosh, another narrator from the oral history project, worked with Crescent 
Construction, the first all-women construction company licensed in Oregon. 

Oral historians once commonly referred to their subjects as interviewees, but 
Raiskin and Long call the women they’ve interviewed “narrators.” The distinction may 
seem subtle, but it reflects the fact that these oral histories were not restricted by a 
preconceived set of questions or a hypothesis of any kind. 

They let women speak for as long as they liked, Raiskin says, to “tell their stories 
how they wanted.”

usician Freedy Johnston wouldn’t 
recommend his songwriting 
approach to anyone. With a note 
of self-deprecating humor, Johnston 
says ina phone interview, “It’s very 
slow. It’s not efficient.” However true 
that may be, a deliberative creative 
process has worked out pretty well for him so far. 
Johnston performs a career-spanning acoustic solo 
show at WOW Hall Feb. 9 in support of his 2022 release 
Back on the Road to You, his 14th studio record and his 
first new music since 2015. 
Featuring duets with Aimee Mann, Susanna Hoffs and 
Susan Cowsill, On the Road maintains Johnston’s streak of

well-crafted and thoughtful guitar-based pop songwriting. 
He hasa Midwestern ear for melody, sunshine-y harmonies 
and strong storytelling sensibilities. Also featured on 
the record is guitar work from seasoned guitarist Doug 
Pettibone, who in the past has worked with Elvis Costello, 
Steve Earle and Mark Knopfler — all Johnston peers in 
terms of sound and quality. 

Johnston’s first album, Can You Fly, came out in the 
early 1990s. With the release of his second record, This 
Perfect World with Nirvana producer Butch Vig, who 
helped define the sound of alternative rock in the era, 
Johnston seemed poised to be the flannel-clad power pop 
next big thing. Accordingly, This Perfect World produced 
perhaps Johnston’s best-known song, the Byrds-esque 


“Bad Reputation,” just in time for the CD-era alternative 
music boom. 

Born in Kansas and raised on Elton John, The Beatles, 
CCR and classic country, Johnston was too heartland- 
wholesome for indie rock. Though well deserved, clichés 
like “songwriter’s songwriter” and “critical darling” have 
followed Johnston throughout his long career. As can 
sometimes happen with the best songwriters, the music 
industry never quite knew what to do with him. 

More recently, cuts like “Tryin’ to Move On” off 
Johnston’s latest could be early Wilco or Uncle Tupelo- 
style alternative country, while “That’s Life,” with Susanna 
Hoffs from The Bangles on backing vocals, could be a 
George Jones/Tammy Wynette country music ode to the 
pinnacle of romantic life for a married couple: the trials 
and travails of putting the kids to bed. Always aman out 
of time, a mature patina suits Johnston well. 

In his younger years, Johnston — now in his sixties — 
might have assumed an artist had retired with a seven- 
year gap between records. COVID merely slowed down 
Johnston’s already time-intensive process. 

For Johnston, music tends to come first in a groove, 
emotion or melody. The lyrics, in particular, “are hammered 
out over a course of way too long,” Johnston says. “That’s 
the way I’m trying to serve whatever this song is.” No 
matter what, Johnston adds, the “music will come to me.” 

Songs off Johnston’s latest album, he says, “had been 
worked up over a period of many years. They finally found 
their way to the top of the pile.” 

Though many Road songs had been with Johnston 
for some time, surprisingly, he’s already moved on to the 
next record, he says. A few new songs, still in workshop 
phase, will be road-tested on Johnston’s latest tour. 

After all this time, the veteran singer-songwriter 
still finds premiering new music a necessary though 
risky proposition. “It’s important to throw the song out 
there,” Johnston says.

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SAVAGE LOVE

I’m a woman who married young (21) and I’ve been with my husband for seven years. Within the 
last year, I’ve realized that my falling libido probably comes from the fact that | am not turned- 
on by our boring vanilla sex routine. | get so little fulfillment that I'd rather not even do it. I’ve 
tried talking to him, but he says he prefers sex without foreplay or a lot of “complicated stuff.” 1 
had some great casual sex before we met but it turns out I’m into BDSM, which | found out when 
I recently had a short affair. I’ve kept the secret and guilt to myself, but | have told my husband 
I'm into BDSM. He wants to make me happy, but | can tell he isn’t turned on doing these things. 
He denies it, because he’s just happy to have sex at all, but a butt plug and a slap on the ass does 
not a Dom make. I’ve tried to ask him if we can open up our relationship so that I can live out my 
fantasies. | would like to go to a BDSM club and he isn’t interested at all. He was very upset and 
said he’s afraid of losing me if we go. He also felt like | was giving him an ultimatum. But | told 
him he was allowed to say no, and that | wouldn't leave if he did. 

When I was younger, I thought there was something wrong with me because everyone else want- 
ed monogamy, but it never seemed important to me. I’m not a jealous person, and I wouldn't 
mind if he had sex with other people. In fact, the thought of it turns me on, but he says he isn’t 
interested. I know he loves me, and I love him. At this point my only solution has been to suppress 
this urge to have BDSM sex, but | don’t know if it is a good long-term solution. What should I 
do? Keep my fantasies to myself? Have another affair or ask him to have an open relationship 
again? We have a 3-year-old daughter, so | have to make our relationship work. 

— Want The Hard Truth 

Two quick points before | bring out the big guns: First, marrying young is a bad idea. The younger 
two people are when they marry, according to a mountain of research, the likelier they are to divorce. It 
makes intuitive sense: the rational part of the brain — the prefrontal cortex — isn’t fully formed until 
we're 25. We shouldn't be picking out wallpaper in our early twenties, WTHT, much less life partners. And 
second, basic sexual compatibility (BSC) is crucial to the success of sexually exclusive relationships and 
it’s a bad idea to scramble your DNA together with someone else's before BSC has been established. 

And with that out of the way... “WTHT might be surprised to hear she is just a normal woman being 
a normal woman,” says Wednesday Martin, The New York Times best-selling author, cultural critic and 
researcher. “Like a normal human woman, she is bored after seven years of monogamous sex that isn’t 
even her kind of sex.” You mentioned that you used to feel like there was something wrong with you, 
WTHT, but just in case you have any lingering “what's wrong with me?!” feelings, you're gonna want to 
read Untrue: Why Nearly Everything We Believe About Women, Lust, and Infidelity Is Wrong and How 
the New Science Can Set Us Free, Martin’s most recent book. 

“We know from recent longitudinal studies from Germany, Finland, the U.S., the U.K. and Canada 
that among women only, relationship duration and living together predict lower desire/boredom,” Martin 
says. “In fact, the Finnish study found that even when they had more/better orgasms, women in mo- 
nogamous relationships of several years’ duration reported low desire.” A straight man’s desire for his 
long-term, live-in female partner also decreases over time, but not as dramatically as a woman's does. 

“Contrary to what we've been taught, monogamy kills it for women, in the aggregate, more than it 
does for men,” says Martin. 

So, that's what we know now — that’s what the research shows — but most advice professionals, 
from the lowliest advice columnist to the most exalted daytime talk show host, have chosen to ignore 
the research or are unaware of it. So, they continue to tell unhappily sexless couples that they’re ei- 
ther doing something wrong or that their relationship is broken. If he would just do his fair share of the 
housework or if she would just have a glass or two of wine — or pop a “female Viagra,” if big pharma 
could come up with one that works, which (spoiler alert) they haven't and most likely never will — 
they'd be fucking like they did the night they met. This advice not only isn’t helpful, it’s harmful: he does 
more housework, she drinks more wine, nothing changes, and the couple feels like there’s something 
wrong with them. In reality, nothing’s wrong. It’s not about a more equitable division of housework (al- 
ways good!) or drinking more wine (sometimes good but not always) — it’s about the desire for novelty, 
variety and adventure. Those are things a couple can build into their monogamous relationship, WTHT, 
but they are not if they're only being told that dishes are the problem and/or wine is the solution. 

So, the big issue here is that you're bored, WTHT. No foreplay? Nothing complicated? Even if you 
were 100 percent vanilla, that shit would get tedious after a few years. Or minutes. After risking your 
marriage to treat your boredom (with an affair), you asked your husband to shake things up — to fight 
sexual boredom with you — by incorporating BDSM into your sex life, by going to BDSM clubs, and by at 
least considering the possibility of opening up your marriage. (Ethically this time!) And while he’s made 
a small effort where BDSM is concerned (butt plugs, slapping your ass), your husband ruled out BDSM 
clubs and openness. But since he’s only going through the BDSM motions because he’s just “happy to 
have sex at all,” what he is doing isn't working for you. 

At bottom, WTHT, what you're saying — to me, not your husband — is that you're gonna need to 
do BDSM with other people if your husband doesn’t get better at it, which is something he might learn 
to do at those BDSM clubs he refuses to go to. Which means he has it backwards: he risks losing you 
if he doesn’t go. 

“She once put her marriage at risk to get BDSM,” Martin says. “WTHT’s husband doesn’t need to 
know about the affair, in my view, and he doesn’t need to become the world’s best Dom. But he owes 
her acknowledgment that her desires matter. Get to that baseline, and other things tend to fall into 
place more easily. The discussion about monogamy becomes easier. The discussion about needing to 
be topped becomes easier. Working out a solution becomes easier.” 

I'm not suggesting that an open relationship is the solution for every bored couple, and neither is 
Martin. There are lots of legitimate reasons why two people might prefer for their relationship to be, 
remain, or become monogamous. But two people who commit to being sexually exclusive for the rest of 
their lives and also want to maintain a satisfying sex life — and, open or closed, couples with satisfying 
sex lives are likelier to stay together — need to recognize boredom as their mortal enemy. And while 
the decision should be mutual, and while ultimatum is a scary word, bringing in reinforcements isn't 
just the best way to fight boredom in some instances, there are times when it’s the only way to save 
arelationship. 

That said, a couple of weeks back | told a frustrated husband that his cuckolding kink may have to be 
put on the back burner while his children are young. The same goes for you, WTHT. But at the very least 
your husband has to recognize the validity of your desires and could put more effort into pleasing you. 

“In straight culture, people tend to define sex as intercourse, because intercourse is what gets 
men off, and we still privilege male pleasure,” Martin says. “But seen through a lens of parity, what 
WTHT wants is not ‘foreplay’ or ‘complicated stuff’ It’s sex, and the sooner her husband lets go of this 
intercourse = sex fetish of his and acknowledges that her pleasure matters as much as his does, the 
sooner he'll be a real partner to his wife.” 

For the record: a relationship doesn’t have to be open to be exciting, BDSM doesn’t have to be 
complicated to be satisfying, and date night doesn’t have to mean dinner and a movie. Date night can 
mean a visit to a BDSM club where your husband can learn, through observation alone (at least for 
now), how to be a better Dom for you.
